— Ollie Ellis has been arrested sn.l 
jailed at .4ugnsta on the charge of se- 
ducing a young lady of the place, who 
recently gave birth to a child.

— Josepliine Woo.U, of Tarkia, Mo , 
who has livetl as a female since her birth, 
21 years ago, has by the skillful efforts 
of a surgeon been proven to be a man 
and will in the future wear male attire. 

— Ravachol, the Parisian criminal, 
w bo ran the gimnt of all otfeuses known 
to tlie law was guillotined. He laved 
and blasphemed while he was being pre- 
pared for the ax, w hich cut short an 
oath when it fell across his neck. 

— Paducah is still experiencing k crit- 
ical condition of ndairs. After the Mili- 
tia was ordered otf duty more shooting 
occurred and the militia was ordered 
back. &>th the negro and Fltlwards, 
the militi.sman.who were shot, are dead, 

— It is reported the striking Idaho min* 
e s have taken the adjutant general ami 
several mine ow:iers prisoners, and will 
belli them as hostages until the trouble 
is settled. One hundred and thirty-two 
nm-unioii miners were driven away 
from the mines and two were killed. 

— At 5>t. (tervaia Les Ikiins, in Savoy, 
glaciers on the side of Mt. Blanc became 
uetached, and sweeping down, buried 
many boraea and bath houses with oil 
their occupants. .4bout l.k) lives are 
known to be lost and there may lie ma- 
ny more. In the line of tlie avalanche 
not a person was left alive. 

— With a little leas than 200.000 popu- 
lation. I..ouisville has more than 200 pla- 
ces where the gospel is preached or ser- 
vices held weekly. Among these ure 
four Hebrew, 24 Catholic and 12s Prot- 
estant churches. Added to these are 
three young men’s Christian Associa- 
tions, 12 miiwioDS, 20 convent and or- 
phanage chapels, etc. When the South- 
ern Baptist Theological seminary ia iu 
session there are over 1,000 preachers in 
that city. 



prisoner. TTiey were oroereu lo <iie. 
perse, but they defied the authorities 
and the local company of militia had to 
be calletl out. The negroes fired on the 
soldiers, killing one of them, and a num- 
ber of negroes were woundetl in the vol- 
ley returned at them. More than 7*0 
were captured.and lodged in jail and at 
last accounts all was quiet. While we 
condemn lawlessness in every shape, we 
must admit that the negroes are not in 
many cases to blame for trying to pro- 
tect themselves. There is too much in- 
discriminate lynching of their race. 

Mr. Cleveland has written a letter to 
the Cleveland and S-tevensun Club at 
Middh-sboro in reply to resolutions that 
it pas-ied, in whieli he says of the force 
bill: “I do not wonder that you speak 

of it as a horror of repnblieanism. .Such 
doctrines as it embodies are a direct at- 
tack upon the spirit and theory of our 
g}vernment, and while such a measure 
especially menaces the welfare and 
prosperity of the South, it must be cou- 
demnetl and denonnoetl by all tlmse ev- 
erywhere who love their country and 
have the least claim to l>e numbered 
among those who believe in the princi- 
ples of true tlemocracy," 

Gov. Pattison refused to send the 
military to preserve order at Homestead 
until all the civil remedies were ex- 
.hausted, as the constitution of Pennsyl- 
vania provides, but when lie did act he 
ditl it heroically and sent enough m *n 
to restore order st all hazards. The 
otficer in charge seems to l>e the right 
kind of man too. The strikem Lad pre- 
pared a banquet and an address of wel- 
eoroetothe soldiers, but the general 
didn’t care to receive such attention 
from law breakers and refuscvl their 
tendered attentions.

If a iiiHTi I aril hi.s living by the sweat 
of his hriiifi ho iiiii't, if he wishes to live 
long, mninl.tiii his hu'.llh by the sweat 
of his briiw — that i*, he must in some 
form or other take lan.-eular exerci.se. 
The shot l.iiil ilowu ns suitable fvir sum- 
mer wonlil in that case of conrse almost 
univt rsally apply. 

The most suitable articles for h<d 
weather are ft.-h, such kiinls of lue.at as 
fowls umlgame, grs en vegetables, salails 
anil fnnt. Farinaceous finsl — that is, 
starches — shoulil lie taken in the very 
smallest ipmiitity only. Sufficient sugar 
woulil lie fonml in the different fruits 
that the seasmi of the year produces, and 
theri'fore shoulil not lie sn]ipleinenttsl. 
In the case of a man of onlinary size, 
doing ordinary physical or mental work, 
the following would represent an ordi- 
nary day’s foisl for hot weather as far 
as tinautity and constitusuts are con- 
cerned: 

Bn'akfost — Two cnjis of tea or coffi>e. 
sweetemsl with sivccharine, one or two 
teaspoonfuls of ertam in each, onoounce 
of dry toa-st, thinly buttered; four ounces 
of grilled or boihsl fish, such as plaice, 
sole, whititig. haddock, c«sl or trout, or 
four ounces of cold chicken, cold tongue 
or grilled steak or chop. 

Lunch— Two or three ounces of cold 
mutton, lieef or lamb; threw or four 
ciunces of green vegetables plainly lioil- 
ed; plenty of green salad, made with 
vinegar, hut without oil; four or five 
unnoes of stewol fruit; water, or two or 
threti glas.ses of pure dry Moselle or 
other Rhine wiaes. 

Aftertnsin tea, if desireil — Two cni»s 
of tea, as at breakfast, nothing to eat. 

Dinner — Julienne, or clear vegetable 
soup; three ,or four ounces tif fish; three 
or four ounces of any re<l meat, or 
chicken, rahhit, game or venisein; six 
ounces of any gns-n vegetable, with 
gravy from tlie meat only; four onnees 
of stewsd fruit or of raw fruit; a littU 
stale or pulletl bread and a small piece 
of cheese. 

This diet may be varitsl as to lumr, 
but three meals only should lie eaten 
daily, and only sufficient at each meal 
to satisfy the apiietite. 

Fruit may, however, lie taken at 
proiNT times, and, although it is much 
more jsipular now aa a footl than it ustsl 
to lie, it is only beneficial in motlerate 
quantity. More' tlmd is, tif course, 
necessary in hot weather than in cold, 
and so long as it is a harmh'ss fluid Dr. 
Nukes questions whether too innch can 
lie taken. Fluid in this way is to the 
kidneys what fresh air is to the lungs, 
and the wii.ste of meat not u.stsl in the 
system is carried off by its aid. A meat 
diet is healthy and life prolonging if 
supplenienteil with plenty of tlmd t*i 
carry off its waste. That fluid slionhl 
lie taken in large ipiantities in the sum- 
mer is a wise provision of nature, as *he 
skin curries off a large amount of waste 
from the system, and therefore its ac 
itvity should Isj stuuiilatnl in eve.t 
way, and it is most de.-iral le by fie- 
quent batll.S to k( ep the jHires OJK II.

This means 
that lambe should be well taken care of. 

Many of the liest draft horses in the 
countrj' are reared in Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania. 

All the laAv m the country, if it re- 
quires so much, ought to be enlisted in 
the work of ridding the northwest of 
the scoundrelly aud desiierate horse and 
cattle thieves tliat infest some of the 
states, ffut far from SiKikane lately 
three horses were found dea<l, tied fast 
and helpleos. Two were tied to a tree, 
the third was tied to the tail of one of 
the others. They ha<l been stolen, the 
thieves had meantime been captured 
and the belph-es dnmb brutes had re- 
mained tied there, saddled and bridled, 
till they had starA-ed to death. 

If wool is left on a suckling ewe till 
after the usual shearing time, and her 
lamb is meantime weaned, the wool 
will start a second growth and will 
show a joint or break in the fiber that 
will Injure it serlonaly.
